New Zealand Twelve 
Feet High 


A gigantic extinct bird of New Zea 
land (the moa) possessed the most 
massive bones of the entire class of 
birds. The bones @ its feet almost 
rivalled those of the ground sloth or 
the elephant in size. In the museum 
in_ Canterbury College, Chriétckurch, 
New Zealand, there are. two speci- 
{mens of the moa which measure 12 
|feet 8 inches in height, such remains 
having been found in the peat bogs of 
New Zealand In thp seaside sand 
dunes and cases were preserved the 
ligaments holdiag the bones of skele- 
tons together, also pieccs of dried 
skin and feathers, etc. The moa is 
more nearly a.lied In structure to 
emus, cassowarles and kiwis than to 
the ostrich.

Paris ‘Matin’ Says French Gun Car- 
tlage Is Sold to Germany 


Paris.—-I'rance {s convinced that 
she has the best fleld artillery in the 
world, and even when an officer by 
the name of Deport devised an im- 
proved gun carriage it was not con- 
sidered necessary to adopt it.- A 
French company then acquired the pa- 
tents and obtained a contract to sup- 
ply the Italian Government. \ 

The idea that a French firm {s thus 
aiding the artillery of a member of 
the Triple Alliance {s causing consid- 
erable discussion throughout France, 
especially as the French company has 
employed Government factories to 
maks certain parts of the carriage 
which it {s unable to make itself.

CABINET TO RESIGN 


Deternvinatlor, Due to Acquittal of De- 
puty Desacs In Libel Suit Against 
Him by Premier 
Buda Pest.—The Hungarian cabinet 
of which Dr, Ladisvius von Lukace is 
premier, has decide¢ to resign, This 
determination is due to the acquittal 
of Deputy Desacs in a libel 
brought against him by the premier, 
whom M. Desacs accused of corrup- 
tion, and characterized as the world’s 
panamist—a panamist being one of 
the persons involved in the corrupt 
transactions by which the Panama 
Canal company (1879-93) obtained po- 

litical assistance. 

The court found that M, Desacs 
had established proof that Premier 
Lukace, at the conclusion of certain 
contracts with the Bank of Hungary, 


had accepted a sum exceeding $750,-! 


000; and that, although the premier 
derived no personal pecuniary bene- 
fit from this money, which was de- 
voted to promoting political party 


purposes, from a legal and moral point 
|of view it is not permissible for a

state.

PLACED ON FREE LIS 


UNITED STATES SENATE HAS 
REVERSED ITS RULING 


To Meet the Views of President Wil- 
son, the Senate Committee has Vot- 
ed to Place Flour, Oatmeal and 
Fresh Meats on the Free List.: 


Washington.—Reversing its former 
action in voting to place wheat flour, 
oatmeal and fresh meats on the dut- 
fable Ist, the Senate finance commit- 
tee, In charge of the agricultural 
schedule, hag voted to place livestock 
and wheat and oats on the free Mst. 

This action, it was authoritatively 
Stated, was taken to meet the views 
of President Wilson, Senator Sim- 
mons, chairman of the fi‘nance com- 
mittee, and other administration lead. 
ers, who approved the decision to tax 
meats 10 per cent. compensatory to 
a duty of cattle in the Underwood 
bill on both flour and oatmeal. 

In this enlargement of the free list, 
President Wilson is; known to have 
taken a leading part as he did In the 
matter of raw wool and sugar before 
the ways and means committee. 

The inquisitorial clause of the Un- 
derwood bill which arouse! foreign 
protest has been giving the Williams 
sub-committee considerable trouble, 
and in‘trying to work out a modifica- 
tion of its provisions they have had 
the aid of Secretary McAdoo, Secre- 
tary Bryan and John Bassett Moore, 
counsellor of the state department. 

A plan now {s being discussed to 
combine a portion of this provision 
| with the amendment proposed, giving 
the secretary of the treasury the right 
to proclaim values, thus to have a 
safeguard against undervaluations 
and at the same time rid the provis- 
fon of its features obfectionable to 
‘foreign powers.

Sitting In Ottawa This Week 

Ottawa, Ont.—Pecuniary claims, 
hoary some of them, vith the weight 
of a century and involving millions 
sterling, claims which have vexed the 
governmenis of Great Britain and the 
United States since the middle of the 
last century, will be considered by a 
commission vf arbitration which will 
sit in Ottawa under a& letter signed 
three years ago. This is the first 
sitting of the commission in Canada 
though it has already met in Wash- 
ington. C. J. B. Hurst, the repre- 
sentative of Great Britain on the tri- 
bunal, fs here, while the chairman, 
Mr. Fremagot, representing France, 
as the foreign arbitral element, a1.d 
Mr. Chandler H. Anderson, the U.S. 
| arbitrstor, will shortly arrive. Si: 
Charles Fiizpatrich {s Canada’s repre: 
sentative. 

Some of the claims we have to con- 
sider, said Mr. Iiurst, date back to 
the elghtecnth century, The last 
commission of this kind sat in 1853 
and adjudicated no claims aftcr 1814, 
so that we have two which arose bx 
fore that year. One of these is the 
Canadian government Cayuga Indlan 
claim which arose in 1794. 
the claims we consider to embody ri- 
diculous pretentions, while the 
amounts mentioned total as high as a 
million and a half sterling. 

Only a few cases will be considered 
at the present session, and an ad- 
journment will be made until next 
spring when there will be a_ three 
months sitting. The Newfoundland 
fishery claims by United States firms 
will be amcng the first ones consider- 
ed.

| LESSON XI.—SECOND QUARTEH,

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xlvii, 1-12. 
Memory Verses, 8-10—Golden Text, 
Rom. viii, 28—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
This is the only lesson assigned tn 

the remaining five chapters of Genesis 
and while giving some attention to 
‘Jacob before Pharaoh,’ the lesson 
title, we n.ust consider as many ag 
possible of many most important 
things of all these chapters. It is 
worth while to notice when Jacob 
is so called and when he js called Is- 
rael, the old name and the new, re- 
membering the when and wherefore 
of the change. Being convinced by 
the sight of the wagons that Joseph 
still lived, he started on hi, journey 
to Ngypt and at Beersheba offered 
sacrifices unto God. 

Thus began, with the entrance into 
Egyp: of these seventy souls, the ful- 
fillment of the word of the Lord te 
Abram: Thy seed shall be a stranger 
in a land that is not theirs (Gen. 
XV, 13, 14). The other end of the 
promise: Afterward shall they come 
out with great substance, seems to 
have been so real to Jacob that, as 
Israel, he said to Joseph efore he 
died: Behold, I die, but God shall be 
with you and bring you again unto 
the Jand of your fathers (xl viii, 21). 
When Joseph died, over fifty yeays lat- 
er, he said to his brethren: | die, ard 
God will surely visit you and bring 
you out of this Jand. And ye shall 
carry up my bones from hence (1, 24, 
25). When Jacob and all his house. 
hold drew near to lgypt he sent Ju- 
dah to advise Joseph and to direct 
his way And again we think of 
Him who came from Judah, who only 
can direct our way. 

Joseph, being thus advised of his 
father’s arrival at Goshen, went in his 
chariot to meet his father and pre 
sented himself unto him (xivi, 29), 
and who can tell what is so briefly 
summed up in the words: lie fell on 
his neck and wept on his neck a 
good while? What a meeiing it must 
have been after twenty-two years of 
Separation, and Joseph all the time 
supposed by his father to be dead! 
Now he receives him back from the 
dead and finds him ruler over all Kg- 
ypt snd a savior of multitudes in all

So Joseph nourished his father and 
his brethren and all their households 
during all the remaining years of 
famine (verse 12), and Jacob lived in 
the land of Lgypt seventeen years, 
the first seventeen years of Jacob's 
life (xxxvil, 2; xlvii, 28). It is worth 
while to consider the seven weepings 
of Joseph, but 1 think the last is in 
some respects the most touching. He 
had nourished his brethren and their 
families for seventeen years, having 
fully assured them of his forgiveness 
at the beginning of that period, but 
now, their father being dead, they 
say: he will certainly requite us all 
the evil which we did unto him. So

Ory-Farming Helped Alberta 

Alberta's share of the 1912 {mm!- 
gration into Canada amounted to 90,- 
000 people, according to Charles 8. 
Hotchkiss, provincial  statisticlan. 
This brings the population of the-pro- 
vince to approximately a half million 
people, the gain in 1912 belng 24 per 
cent. It is believed that this per- 
centage will,be largely exceeded in 
1913, on account of the work which 
the International Dry-Farming Con- 
gress did for the province last fall. 
The seventh annual Congress was held 
in Lethbridgs in October with dele 
Gates from practically every Amert- 
can state and from seventeen foreign 
Nations. It was the most {mportant 
fathering ever held in Alberta. 
Though its work had nothing to do 
with colonization the publiolty given 
its meetings was world;wide and the 
result 1s that Alberta fa better and 
more favorably known today éspeclal- 
ly in the United States, than ever be- 
fore, Reports from all sections of 
the United States indicate a very 
heavy immigration to Alberta’ this 
year, largely exceeding that of 1912, 
when the states eontributed 30,000 
pecple and $40,000,000 in cash and 
effects to the prosperity of this pro- 
vince. The Dry-Farming Congress 
will be held this year in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, and judging from Alberta's 
eo that state will reap great ben- 
efit.

Lady Aberdeen Keeps Up Activities 
She Followed In Canada. 


Of the two Ladies Aberdeen, the one 
\of fact and the other of fiction, the 
former is infinitely the more attrac. 
tive. It is impossible to encounter 
the lady of the anecdotes, either in 
print or in spoken gossip, without 
| conjuring up a mental portrait of the 
lady of reality. Try to fit her into 
the distorted picture that is so 
thrust before one: it is impossible to 
reconcile the two. 

In the first place, Lady Aberdeen’s 
eyes give the lie (ever so gently!) to 
the notion that her charities are un- 
wise, that she misunderstands the 
poor, that she offends the Dublin 
sense of humor. The only thing she 
| might honestly be accused of offend- 
ing is Dublin’s lack of humor—the 
lack of humor of the Dublin of offi- 
cialdom; the only people whom she 
might with any sort of justice be 
thought to misunderstand are not the 
poor, but the rich. In any case, 
there must surely be a better word 
than ‘‘misunderstanding” for her at- 
titude towards the small group of 
people who are discontented with 
the present regime in Dublin. She 
| understands the ‘‘smart,” the unplea- 
| santly ‘“‘smart,” view of life well 
enough to be in complete disagree- 
ment with it. : 

It akg be objected that this is rath- 
er much to read in any eyes. But 
Lady Aberdeen’s are remarkable. 
They have ‘sweetness and light’; 
they are wise and kind, humorous 
and penetrating; they are as famous 
as her smile. ‘An ordinary woman 
with an extraordinary smile” was the 
jnitial impression of a man who 
makes history when he first saw her 
across the Canadian border. He had 
gone to Ottawa to observe the im- 
ported formalities of a Governor-Gen- 
| eral’s court, prepa: to be amused 
| by its stiffness; but the thing that 
impressed him most was the angelio 
good humor of Lady Aberdeen. An 
English Lord Chief Justice, on the 
other hand, who went expecting to 
see a much freer and easier state of 
things than he allowed in his own 
‘particular court, found himself re- 
{minded ten minutes after his arrival 


| of some minor law of precedence he 
| had neglected to observe. ‘‘We’re 
| kept in our place here,” he growled, 
{and behaved himself for the rest of 
his visit. 

One thing quite certain in Dublin 


| Even after she has written three vol-

her work extraordinarily well, but an 
easier book to write and to read was 
“Through Canada with a Kodak.” 
Like Mrs. Asquith’s privately-print- 
ed account of a Scottish journey, it 
provides a short cut to an under- 
standing of its author. It is one way 
of guessing at Lady Aberdeen’s 
smile. A president of the Internation- 
al Council of Women, of the Irish 
‘Industries Association, and of three 
or four other similar bodies, and a 
founder of the Victorian Order of 
| Nurses in Canada, she also started 
| and christened the Onward and Up- 
ward Association. And if she is com- 
plimented on her charities, she ex- 
plains that they are all part of a mis- 
| sion to herself—‘she has her soul to 
| keep.’”’—London Sketch.

When, as is almost invariably the 
case, she finds pleasure in the new 
life and makes many friends, she is 
rendered homage, in general and 
whole-hearted devotion. For then she 
must add to social graces fine quali- 
ties of head and heart.

Church union upon. the basis pro- 
posed by the Presbyterian, Methcdist 
and Congregational Churches of Can- 
ada is now taking practical form in 
many places throughout the Domin- 
ion. From present indications it ap- 
pears that many of the individual 
churches both in the east and in the 
west are growing tired and weary of 
waiting, and’are now gaining head- 
way under unions proposed and car- 
ried out by themselves. The Gen- 
eral Union Committee made such a 
loophole, and many of the churches 
are putting their heads through it. 

Probably the largest union church 
in the Dominion will be that of the 
Dominion Square Methodist Church 
and the Stanley street Presbyterian 
Church of Montreal. In both cases 
the church property was disposed of, 
and in each case sites were purchas- 
ed in Westmount. In the verge of 
erection a union was proposed and 
is now being carried into effect. 

There may be cervain legal difficul- 
ties in the way, but it is anticipated 
that these can be overcome and the 
greatest union church in Canada 
formed. 

The congregations of the Presby- 
terian and Methodist Churches of 
Wawanesa, Manitoba, have united on 
the basis of union accepted by the 
Presbyterian, Methodist and Congre- 
gational Churches, to take effect 
soon. This also is considered to be 
an advanced step toward the ulti- 
mate goal and an example, for the 
church is a large one, and the pastor 
is offered $1,500 a year and free fur- 
nished house. 

Other smaller churches in the west, 
particularly those of the Presbyterian 
and Methodist denominations, are 
linking together undér the arrange- 
ment made by the General Union 
Committee. 

It is likely that definite action will 
be taken this year by the Presbyter- 
ian General Assembly on the ques 
tion of union, and also by the Metho- 
dist General Conference. -- 


Unexplored. 

A story is told at Edmonton, Albers 
ta, that during the Klondike rush 
three prospectors went into the Hayes 
river country, which, except for a 
small part along the river near Ver- 
million, is unexplored. One of the 
party was found on the river bank 
a year afterward. The man _ was 
emaciated and lived only a few hours, 
but in his last few minutes of life 
told of a fight with Indians, who kill- 
ed his two companions. He had in 
his possession samples of the richest 
gold. It could have been procured 
in no other place, so it may be that 
that unexplored territory is rich in 
the yellow metal. 

Though the hinterland has been 
explored to points within the Arctic 
circle, the upper Hayes river country 
still remains a vast unknown stretch. 
Remarking upon the fact, an old- 
timer in the north country said h2 
had never known of a white man get- 
ting far into that part of the country. 

From Edmonton to Peace river 
crossing, by way of Athabasca, is 400 
miles, and outside of about a 50-mile 
stretch beyond Peace river crossing 
and the upper Hayes still lies a great 
unexplored land of rolling and, so 
far as is known, open country. It is 
inhabited by the Dog Ribs tribe of 
Indians. The territory runs clear 
through to the mountains on the Brit- 
ish Columbia side and it is supposed 
that a large number of ‘‘bad Indians” 
have settled in there. 


Wit and Theology. 

Rev. Daniel Strachan, of Toronto, 
an eminent Presbyterian divine, was 
given an honorary degree at Queen's 
University recently. Though Dr. 
Strachan is not noted for his spright- 
liness in the pulpit, he “brought down 
the house” at convocation by one re- 
mark, 

“T am deeply grateful for this hon- 
or,” he said. “I am personally grate- 
ful, because it is one of the few things 
which a man gets in this life which 
he is not compelled to take home and 
turn over to his wife.” 

Dr. Stratchan also told a good story 
of examinations, referring to ‘‘those 
subjects which we could write most 
about because we knew least.” He 
said he was one day talking to a 
distinguished professor and examiner 


} at Queen’s about a certain student. 


The professor said that this student 
had written a very voluminous paper 
on a certain subject. “But,”’ he add- 
ed, “if he had had another half hour 
to write he would certainly have 
plucked himself.”—Oanadian Courier.

The Canadian Parliament is one of 
the few Parliaments in the world 
where speeches in two languages are 
allowed. This, of course, is due to 
the large French and English ete- 
ments in Canada, Naturally this 
leads to scenes which seem novel to 
people of other lands. For instance, 
when the Canadian House of Com. 
mons is sitting in committee, should 
a French-Canadian start to address 
the House in French, you may see 
the English chairman retire from his 
seat and allow a French chairman 
to take his place. In the same man- 
the official English reporters 
cease work and a staff of French 
shorthand writers begin.

‘ROSS IS REMIN'SZENT 


SIR GEORGE TELLS ANECDOTES 
OF HIS CONTEMPORARIES. 


| Getting Into Parliament and After 
Contains Valuations of the Politi. 
cal Colleagues and Adversaries of 
Ontario’s Former Premier—Tupper 
Was a Fearless Debater When He 
Was In His Prime. 


“Getting Into Parliament, and 
After,” the new volume of reminis- 
cences by Sir George W.- Ross, cons 
tains many interesting estimates of 
Canadian public men. From it ws 
take the following extracts :— 

“Hon. Alexander Mackenzie was 
sui generis a debater. He had more 
than the average pugnacity of his 
race, and reminded one of a fellow- 
countryman of his who was asked on 
his death-bed if he would not like the 
friends present to join in singing 
hymn or two to comfort him. 
‘Hymns!’ said the dying man. ‘Na, 
na, I want to argy’ (argue). Macken- 
zie had a clear-cut face, distinctly an- 
gular and without any surplus tissue 
to round it off at any point. His 
voice was not musical, but carried 
well, and had as decided a Scottish 
‘bur’ as that of Souter Johnny or 
Tam O'Shanter. He had a marvel- 
lous memory, which never failed him, 
and a command of simple, expressive 
English that would do credit to s 
university professor. His grammar 
was faultless, and he was one of the 
very few who could be reported ver- 
batim. He was never stagey, never 
aimed at effect. His primary object 
seemed to be to unhorse his opponent 
if he were present, or, if not present, 
to make his audience believe that he 
could do so very easily. Very few 
men possessed his direction in debate. 
There was no circumlocution, no dal- 
lying with an opponent. His business 
was to shoot to kill, and he rarely 
failed in his purpose. He could be 
caustic or cynical at will, and his 
! humorous sallies blistered his foes, 
| but he shot into them barbs which, 
lixe the quills of a porcupine, festered 
wherever they struck.” 

“Hon. Edward Blake, as a debater, 
was, beyond question, the most ex- 
haustive that ever sat in the Cana- 
dian Parliament. He appeared to 
leave nothing further to be said on 
his side when he sat down. I remem- 
ber, on the introduction of the 
Gerrymander bill of 1882, being called 
to his room, along with M. C. Cam- 
eron, John Charlton and William 
Paterson. Mr. Blake went briefly over 
the main features of the bill, indicat- 
. ing what line he proposed to take in 
opening the debate and assigning to 
| each of us certain phases of the ques- 
tion so as to cover fully the whole 
bill. We went to work on our re 
spective assignments as directed, with 
the intention of not encroaching on 
the ground which Mr. Blake had re 
‘served for himself or which he had 
| assigned to each of us, What was 
| our dismay, however, when Blake 
closed his speech a week afterwards, 
to find that he had not only covered 
his own ground, but had almost com- 
| pletely exhausted our respective as 
signments. This propensity arose, 
| however, not from any desire to mono 


' polize a debate, but because of the 
chniprehensize character of his 
mind.” 


“Sir Charles Twpper succeeded to 
‘the Premiership on May 1, 1896, on 
the resignation of Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell. As a private member of 
Parliament as well as a Minister of 
the Crown, Sir Charles Tupper im- 
pressed me as the most fearless com- 
| batant that ever sat in the Parliament 
;of Canada. He was the ‘Coeur de 
|Lion’ of the House. Whether the 
| House was engaged in a full dress de- 
| bate or in a scrimmage in commit- 
| tee, he was always ready to enter the 
field and fight his way through. No 
doubt it was this quality that earned 
|for him the title of ‘The Cumberland 
| Warhorse’—Cumberland in Nova Sco- 
jtia being the name of his constitu- 
ency. He never wanted for language, 
his vocabulary being copious, but not 
| varied, and more torrential than judi- 
cial. It was said, while engaged in a 
forensic duel with Joseph Howe on a 
, warm night, that he spoke with great 
volubility and at the same time con- 
sumed an enormous quantity of wat 
er. Howe’s first remark on rising to 
reply was ‘that in all his experience 
he never before saw a windmill driven 
by water.’ But, voluable as Tupper 
was, he was by no means a windrnili. 
His knowledge of public questions 
was extensive. He was always ser- 
jous, and was equally impervious to 
the sallies of an oppone:t. He al- 
|ways spoke from a full chest, 
with a splendid volume of voice 
wrestled with his subject as a strong 
man would wrestle in the amphi- 
theatre with an antagonist. To domi- 
nate was the uppermost note, the evi- 
dent purpose of his speech." 
| “Morally Sir Oliver Mowat certain- 
lv bore ‘the white flower of a blame- 
less life.’ He had no youthful esca- 
pades to live down, no shady business 
transactions to explain or conceal, 
and no Canadian public man more 
fully deserved the title of ‘Christian 
statesman.’ His high character was 
one of the great assets of his party, 
as no one, not even those who dif- 
fered with him, except im the frenz 
,of a campaign, ever charged him wit 
dishonesty or political corruption. As 
a leader he was patient with both 
friends and foes. If time was wanted 
for a full discussion of any measure, 
he was always ready to make his per- 
sonal convenience a secondary mat- 

r. . . In considering a bill of 
which he had charge, he encouraged 
the fullest examination and listened 
with patient to the remarks of the 
most obscure member of the Assem- 
bly. On the platform he was not uni- 
formly successful. I have heard him 
when the audience hung upon his lips 
and applauded him enthusiastically; 
and I have heard him speak with 
such hesitation and want of fire, that 
all appeared pleased when he had 
finished.”

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Birch and Beech for Flooring 

Birch and beech, on account of 
their cheapness, are becoming more 
and more popular as the supply of 
oak and maple decreases. This 
statement, taken from a bulletin soon 
t- be issued by the Forestry Braach, 
Departinent c? the Interior, Ottawa, 
on the Wood-Using Industries of On- 
tario, [Is based on reports recetved 
from over twelve hundred firms, and 
is therefore worth: of consideration. 
The average wholesale price per 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
in the above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twerty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollars 
and seventy eight cents. respective- 
hy The overage price for birch and 
beech flooring, on the othe hand, is 
nineteen dollars and seventy one 
coeits and twenty one Collars and sev- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a saving, especially 
when compared with oat. 

But these woods have other quall- 
ties to recommend them besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured in Ontario 
is made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper bireh not usually 
growing to a sufficlent size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strong, 
fine-grained, reddish-browa wood, 
which takes a high polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be stained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher- 
ry or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it Is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interior decoration. 

Becch 1s one of Ontarlo's cheapest 
hardwoods, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
{ts quatites justify its separeic use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that !t become: quite slippery in 
time. It is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the birch and beech used in On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the lat- 
ter are home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods in Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as cak and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, it is cer- 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especialiy for flooring will soon be- 
come much more widespread.
